dent’s flag was unfurled at the mast 
head.

Boise, Mn , June IO.— Steve Adams, 
another prisoner witness for the state 
in the case against W. D. Haywood, 
s now on his wuiy 
to Boise, coming 
from the jail at Wallace, where he Is 
held pending a trial on the charge of 
murder. 
Adams, according to Harry 
Orchard, was the partner of the as­ 
sassin in many 
of the “humping ex ­ 
peditions’’ successful 
and unsuccess­ 
f u l / to which Orchard has made con­ 
fession. 
Adams so confessed Inst year, but, 
unlike 
Orchard, he repudiated 
the 
document when he faced the gallows. 
The confession Is, however, sworn and 
in writing. 
It 
shows careful correc­ 
tion and interlienatien in Adams’ own 
handwriting. 
Astounding 
though 
it 
may 
seem, 
those 
who 
have 
seen 
Adams’ confession say 
It surpasses 
Orchard’s story of coldblooded mur­ 
der. 
Adams’ alleged list of victim s is 
not as lone as that with W’hich Or 
chard credits himself, but this is said 
fo be because Steve still-hunted a sin­ 
gle quarry, while Harry Orchard, to 
use his words, "did not care whether 
he killed one rn,ah or fifty,” n„s he “felt 
at that time.” 
Another interesting witness who has 
arrived in Boise Is Airs. Ida Toney Or­ 
chard, the widow wdth three children 
whom Orchard took to be his wife, al­ 
though he had another wife in Canada. 
Mrs. Ida Toney Orchard will be a wit­ 
ness for tho defense.
